theatres to help complete our programmes.

On the othet hand, however, we have 
found it possible, without dislocating our 
programmes, to’ introduce: listeners to 
theatrical performances of merit.” We are 
doing this by broadcasting from theatres 
single acts or selections, Judging f 
the correspondence we have 
there. is no doubt whatever 
listeners welcome ‘these introductions to 
theatrical performances. Nor is there any 
doubt that the plays themselves have 
benefited very considerably from our

It is a mistake to suppose that the 
BLB.C. is engaged in. any controversy with 
organizations of theatre managers. The 
tronble is chiefly within the theatre indus 
try itself, and to the extent to which it 
oes outside that industry it is a contest 
between public opinion and the recalcitrant 
theatre organizations, We feel that events 
are justifying our attitude, and we are 
glad incidentally that the enterprise and 
foresight of progressive theatre managers 
are being rewarded. 


IT scoms wildly incredible that an opera could 

be roundly condemned by everybody om its 
production inall the ehief capitalsof Europo, atid 
yet could, after many years, runk in familiarity 
ext to Gounod’ Parsi, ad be the most poplar 
work of ite hind in the world.” But-such has been 
the trangelot of Lohengrin the last of Wagmee'® 
‘works that ean strietly be classed as grand opera, 
is Ife compositions belonging to the oer of 
snnsical desma, 

Lohengrin was conceived and created in accord. 
ance with definite prineiples. Wagner believed, 
with the Grecks, that the mytha of « people 
yrovide subjects most suitable for dramatic 
Treatment. His view, too, wasthat in comparing 
grand opera, both musie and text should come 
from the same pen, 


On the Grand Seals, 

Wagner, moreover, had to be big, because 
it was part of his nature to do everything on the 
rand scale. Before he beeame a musician he 
‘zpired to bo a dramatist, and composed a play 
that was an amalgam of Hamlet, Lear, anid 
Titus “Aniranieus. In it he eold-bloodedly 
despatched forty-two persons ove after another, 

id then, as it waa necessary to have some action 
fon the stage, brought back the characters a1 
hosts! 

So for his subject Waymer took the legend 
of Lohengrin—which, though he found 4 in 
Gorman mediweal literature, ean bé traced to 
several ather ources—and wratehisown text ina 
characteristically grandiose style. 

‘The hook was completed in the winter of 
1845, and shortly afterwards Wagner invented 

of the melodie ideas, ‘Then he began the 
factual composition of the opera, not at. the 
Ieginaing, but at the final scene, Lohengrin's 
narrative coming first from hiv peu. Followed 
next the thi which he wrote in the winter 
of 1846,.anid the first and second acts we 
composed in the following year, 


A Bored Audience. 

‘The opera was produced by his friend, Frank 
LLisut, at Weimar in 1850, the first performance 
lasting five hours. This, as the management 
had forescen, was much too Yong. ‘They had 
written to Wagner, requesting him to make 
“cuta; but ho had declined to reduce the 
score by a single note, stating that it was 
Important for him ‘not to gain toleration for 
Lohengrin by accommodating it. to existing 
tile, hut to secure a deciaive anccess by making 
Fe conquer existing evils” The opera was 
conseqnently performed without “ cuts." Long 
falterwards, however, it way considerably 
curtailed. 

‘Bated by the length of the frst representation, 
and failing to understand Wagner's ideas, the 
audience gave the new work a frigid reception, 
‘and tho critics tilted at it as they had tilted at 
Tannhiweer, Wagner's previous opera, om its 
production at Dresden, Rossini, when asked 
‘what he thought of it, damned it obliquet 

Tt is too important and elaborate a work,’ 
he said, "to be jodged alter a aingle hearing. 
As far 4a Tam concerned, T shall not give ita 
second.” 


An Unkind Cut. 
Morediveet was Prosper Mérimée, whodeclared 

that he could campose something as good after 

‘hearing his eat walk up and down the piano. 

Tn like manner, everybody had his fling at 
Lohengrin. Never, necording to the critics, 
‘was there such a despieabloopera, Twas form: 
less, meaningless, unmelodious, and everything 
lee that waa bad.

A Masterpiece That Failed. 


The Story of Wagner’s “ Lohengrin. 
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played in the revalutionary moveme

Tn other countries the progress of the opera, 
though slower than in tho laud of its ereaticn, 
was equally sure, and Tang since it became a 
favourite. “There is every sign, too, that it will 
‘endure, despite its over richness and its super- 
abundance of exquisite melodies. If Wagner, 
Say some evitics, had been less prodiyal, and had 
repeated a few of these melodies aver and again, 
ffter the manner of the great Italian composers, 
thua stringing together the score with zelatively 
little trouble to himself, he would have beaten 
Gounod and Verdi on.their own grouml, But 
wwe have to take Lohengrin in the form that its 
composer willed, and, as it fs, it wees suze of a 
permanent place on the Iyric stage.

It. wus this amazing 
feat that provoked Spain to war; it was this 
that laid the foundations of the Britiah Empire 
oversea, ‘That was Drake, an intropid, re- 
soureeful, swashbuckling sea-dog—an empire 
boulder.

"The 
Cyuadian National Railways have catablished 
‘broadcasting Stations” Nearly the whole 
‘of the Dominion is accessible to some kind of 
service. Canada allows a certain number of 
‘amateur stations to broadcast on a wave-length 
of 200 metre 


‘Two Kinds of Stations. 

Australia hat seven main brondeasting 
stations, with wavelengths varying {rom 250 
‘metres to 1720 metres, Before being licensed, 
each station must deposit £1,000 with the 
‘Australian Postuinster-Ceneral. ‘This guarantee 
‘oF good faith is returned after three years if the 
Station has been operated satisfactorily, 
Licences are iagued to two classes of station 
thowe permitted to obtain revenue from re 
ceiving Tieenee fees, und those which do not 
Theteft from tecoiving libence fee, Advertise 
rachts are sanctioned for oth classes of stations, 
Receiving licencen are levied on the Lasis of 
distanee trom stations. Within a radius of 

1) miles, the Tivence fee is 3, per aunum 
within 150 miles and outaide of the frst zone the 
feo is 0s. yer annum. ‘Throughout the rest of 
Australia, the fee is 258, per annum. Good 
programmes are supplied, und broadcasting has 
fh great vogue in Australia.
